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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Prior Art does not fairly teach or suggest the claimed device for sensing 
pressure having a sealed chamber means for defining a sealed chamber, a 1 st flexible 
diaphragm means for mounting in communication with the sealed chamber means, the 
first flexible diaphragm means having a conductive surface; an insulator means for 
insulating the 1 st diaphragm and being mounted on the other side of the 1 st flexible 
diaphragm means; a second flexible diaphragm means for mounting in communication 
with the insulator means, the second flexible diaphragm means having a conductive 
surface; sensor chamber means for communicating with a sensing atmosphere and 
mounted on the other side of the second flexible diaphragm means; electrical 
connection means for measuring the capacitance between said first and said second 
flexible diaphragm means as a function of the pressure in the sensor chamber means 
introduced through the opening.
